After leaving the 
end of the Pettis county rock roads, 
the party battled fierce mud almost 
all the way to Warsaw and meditat­ 
ed abandoning the tour—in fact were 
“headed back toward Sedalia several 
times while playing checkers with 
that mean old Missouri mud,” but af­ 
ter reaching Warsaw it was learned 
that further south there had been 
less rain and the chase for Spring­ 
field, the first meeting objective was 
begun. The intervening 140 miles 
was covered by 8.30 that night, too 
late for the intended meeting, so the 
next morning the party was divided, 
Messrs. Melton. Cotton and Smith go­ 
ing on to Ozark and Branson, accom­

MEDIUM MYSTIFIES 
WITH HER SEANCES 


By Associated Press. 


PARIS, June 3.—Profeasor Charles 
Richet, of the Institute 
of France 
and the Academy of Medicine 
and 
his two colleagues appointed by the 
faculty of sciences of the Sorbonne 
to investigate spiritualism and the 


tiance phenomena of mediums 
are 
achieving some curious results. 
Their work thus far has been con­ 
fined to seances with Madam Bis­ 
son a medium well known among the 
spiritualists of western Europe. Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle has had sittings 
with her. She is one of the few me­ 
diums reputed to exclude viscuid li­ 
quid from their finger tips under 
trance conditions. 


Tho professors had been told that 
this liquid, dripping onto a plane 
surface took strange forms of faces. 
They have not had that result yet 
but have made ^ther singular dis­ 
coveries. The medium’s hands, while 
in a trance, were held at some dis­ 
tance from a table 
and the liquid 
dripping from the finger tips, they 
say, formed 
into 
slender 
sticks. 
When the union was established be­ 


tween the finger tips and the table, 
by means of these slender rods, the 
medium could raise the table from 
th 2 floor apparently without the ex­ 
ertion of any force. 
Some of these .*od£ have been an­ 
alyzed chemically, the professors re­ 
port, revealing that they contain no 
substances not contained in the hu­ 
man body. 
Th° committee of professors, un­ 


der instructions irom the faculty of 
scien ;es, m ust not disclose any de-. - 
tails of their findings to the public 
until tl eir inquiry has been 
com* 
pleted.
